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For six months the American people 
have heard of little in politics except the 
contest for the Presidency. 

Both major parties have nominated can- 
didates. From their various utterances to 
date, and from the two long-winded, gen- 
erally vague party platforms, it is a fair 
inference that it does not make much dif- 
ference to the American people which can- 

didate is elected November 4th. In either 
event the trend is likely to be toward more 
intervention by the state and more Social- 
ism. Eventually this will lead to some form

Fortunately they have a very great | 


agency in the Congress of the United 
States—as long as they keep it. 
The provisions of Article I of the Consti- 


tution, which Article fills as much space 


as all the rest of the Articles of the Con- 
stitution proper put together, give the Con- 
gress 


or the Judiciary. 

This is not surprising, for the American 
Revolution was a revolt against executive 
authority. So it was provided that the 
American people could look to their elected 
representatives in Congress, even more 
than to the Executive, for the safeguard- 
ing-of their liberties. 

An examination of the Constitution re- 
veals that there is no single thing that the 
President can tell the Congress that it 
MUST do; whereas it is the DUTY of the 
President to “take care that the laws 
(passed by the Congress) be faithfully ex- 
ecuted.” In many ways he is the agent of 
the Congress. 

The Separation Of Powers 

Under the doctrine of separation of pow- 
ers, one of the two principal bases of the 
American form of government, each 
branch. Legislative, Executive and Judicial, 
operates as a check on the other two. If 
the Congress passes a law which the Pres- 
ident for any reason dislikes, he may veto

“As a Negro and an American;4..natyr- 
ally. want to see my race enjoy every right, 
privilege and opportunity enjoyéd by any 
other American, but I am-.eppoesed to any 
type of agitation - desi to deprive the 
other fellow of a right to be associated 
with -his own kind exclusively, if he so 
desires. I would like- to reserve such a 
right for myself and definitely would not 
want it encroached upon by Supreme Court 
edict or any other kind of imterference. 

“The right granted to ome or two Ne- 
groes in Virginia or some other Southern 
State to enter a state graduate school is 
of no benefit to the millions of our people 
who are in need of the bare necessities of 
life, and when the fortunately situated 
members of the race conduct such cam- 
paigns of agitation for selfish gain, the 
needy massés suffer... 

‘“T was in Atlanta and was greatly im- 
pressed by the large number of outstand- 
ing and progressive Negro businesses. At- 
lanta is strictly a segregated city. I was in 
several New England cities where there is 
not supposed to be any segregation, and I - 
found not one creditable Negro business. 
The only owned and operated Negro radio 
station is not in New York, but in Atlanta, 
Ga., and Memphis, Tenn. Segregation has 
not only given the Negro in the South an 
opportunity to carve out his industrial and 
economic destiny, but it has forced him to 
the fore as the most substantial and eco- 
nomically secure Negro in the world to- 
day. 

“The Negro in New York, Newark and 
other supposedly liberal centers may en- 
joy the privilege to eat where he may 
please or go to any theater or -public place 
of amusement, but a Negro can’t get a li- 
cense in Newark to operate a liquor store 
and there are any number of fields that he 
can’t enter business in other Eastern and 
Northern cities. But this isn’t true in the 
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at. The Supreme Court may declare a law 
“invalid, if in its opinion it conflicts with 


the Constitution; but if the Judiciary ren-. 


ders..a decision with which Congress does 
not agree, Congress can initiate an amend- 
ment to the Constitution. ‘Ifthe President 
vetoes a bill, the Congress may repass the 
bill ever his veto. Thereafter the Pres- 
ident, if he respects his oath of office, can- 
not elect, as Mr. Truman has done, which 
~ Jaws he will enforce and which laws he 
will ignore. 

These checks and balances, as they are 
called, worked well during the first 143 
years of our history, probably for the rea- 
son that the Ameican people were their 
own rulers and each branch of the govern- 
“ment had a genuine respect for the other 
two. Except for a few sporadic cases, such 
as those of Citizen Genet and ‘the Emperor 
Maximilian, no alien influence was at work. 

It was only when the United States 
yielded to the temptation to meddle in the 
affairs of other nations commencing in 1917, 
that the alien influence got its real start. 
And this more or less secret, furtive and 
sinister influence has been at work ever 
since. It dominated both national conven- 
tions of 1952. 

The Overwhelming Powers of the Congress 

Here is why we say the Congress is, in 
important respects, the yaa powerful of 
the three branches, 

1.. If the President wales a bill, the Con- 
gress by a two-thirds vote may repass it 
over his veto. In the past 20 years this has 
happened on a number of occasions, as in 
the Taft-Hartley Act of 1947 and the Mc- 
Carran-Walters Immigration Act of 1952. 
_ 2. The Congress may refuse to pass legis- 
lation recommended by the President. This 
also has happened on many occasions and 
with respect to important measures recom- 
mended by the Executive, as with the 
Brannan Plan to socialize agriculture, the 
various schemes for Federal Aid to Educa- 
tion, and the Ewing Plan for socialized 
medicine. 

3. The Congress has the power to modify 
or repeal legislation, a power often ex- 
ercised. Down to twenty years ago, it was 
expected that legislation would be drafted 
by the Congress itself. But F. D. Roose- 
velt seized the initiative in 1933 and by the 
aid of his hand-pieked advisers, drafted leg- 
islation and handed it to the Congress as 
though he were ‘the mastér and the Con- 
gress the servant. Since many of the Pres- 
ident’s advisers were Lefists, many of the 
bills passed by the Congress were found 
later to contain language not understood 
and not: explained at the time, but which 
conveyed far greater powers than the Con- 
gress ever intended. One bill sent to Con- 
gress by the President in the famous “hun- 
dred days” in the spring and summer of 
1933 was passed by both Houses, though it 
had not even been read by more than a 
very few Members. 

4. The Congress has the power to im- 
peach the President or any of his import- 
ant officials. The House may, by majority 
vote, pass an impeachment resolution. And 
the person impeached may be convicted by 
the Senate by vote of two-thirds of the 
MEMBERS PRESENT. Thus, if a bare 
quorum (namely, 49 Senators) is present, 
the affirmative vote of 33 can convict and 
remove the President from office. 

5. The Congress has the sole power to 
appropriate money and to. levy taxes. 

6. The Congress has the sole power to 
declare war. This power was usurped by 
President Truman in his action in Korea 
in June of 1950. But the power remains 
in the hands of the Congress if it will 
only exercise it. 
~ 7. Lastly the Congress, alone among the 
. three branches of government, can initiate 
amendments to the Constitution. 

Powers of the Senate 
The Senate itself has certain extraordin-

As long as the separation of powers was 


observed by the Executive and the Judtéi- 


ary, the Goevrnment of the United States 
ran fairly well. 

Trouble arose when the President in 
1933 began usurping the powers of the Con- 
gress. Aided and abetted by left-wing pro- 
paganda through mewspapers, «magazines, 
and books, and through radio, education 
and the churches, the destruction of Amer- 
ican liberties got under way. That destruc- 
tion has already advaneed very far. Yet it 
need not go on further. And the liberties 
lost can be regained. The Congress tan 
accomplish this, IF ONLY THE PEOPLE 
WILL SELECT A CONGRESS TO DO 
THEIR BIDDING, AND THEN WILL 
STAND BEHIND THE CONGRESS. 

The very essence of the Constitution is 
that the people are supreme. The Con- 
gress, without the participation of the pco- 
ple back home, is well-nigh helpless. Sec- 
tion 1 of Article I says that “All legisla- 


tive powers HEREIN GRANTED shall be 


vested in a Congress. .. .” (Capitals ours.) 
Article 10 of the Bill of Rights says clearly 
that “The powers not delegated to the 
United States by the Constitution, nor pro- 
hibited by it to the States, are reserved to 
the States respectively, or TO THE PEO- 
PLE.” (Capitals ours.) 

The people can exercise their power—at 
the polls. BUT THEY HAVE TO ACT IN 
TIME. 

Leftists Seek to Belittle Congress 

It has long been a prime policy of Social- 
ists and Communists to distract attention 
from congressional elections. That is” why 
all the Left-wing talk in recent months has 
been about the Presidency. 

Clearly, the important thing now for 
those Americans who wish to recover their 
lost liberties, is TO FASTEN THEIR AT- 
TENTION ON THE ELECTION OF THE 
CONGRESS. Several Left-wing organiza- 
tions, amply supplied with money, are go- 
ing all out to elect or defeat this or. that. 
Congressman or senator, or whole groups 
of them. Such organizations are today 
seeking to defeat stalwart Americans in 
several crucial States. They may -succeed 
unless citizens come to their aid. 

Most Members of Congress have the will 
to do what is. right and to restore the lib- 
erties of the. American people. But they 
have not had the organized support of their 
constituents to the extent they are entitled, 
and to the extent that the citizens’ own 
vital interests require. 

If an individual possessing property were 
to select some person to manage it for him, 
would he then forget about it—pay no at- 
tention to what the hired manager might 
do? 

Yet that is precisely what most Amer- 
icans have done with respect to their gov- 
ernment. The vast majority of people, en- 
grossed in their own lives, have left the 
management and direction of the structure 
of; their government to hired hands, and 
are largely ignoring what their hired hands 
are doing. 

Meanwhile these latter, the law-making 
body under the pressure of a power-hun- 
gry Executive, have been wasting the pro- 
perty—dissipating it in foolish ways, even 
spending it in such a way as to build up 
a Frankenstein that threatens to destroy 
both the ey and .the liberty of its 
owners.

Some Vital Questions 

. There the six or eight questions that 
ARE of vital importance to the American 
people. These are set forth in the follow- 
ing statements: 

1. Foreign Policy. 

The Congress should see to it that in for- 
eign policy America’s vital interests ‘shall 
always come first. Subject to this reser- 
vation, America should render what .as- 
sistance she reasonably can to other anti- 
Communist nations that are willing to 
help themselves. All present foreign 
policy should be reviewed with the ob- 
ject of conforming it to the principle of 
AMERICA FIRST. » 

A constitutional amendment should be 
adopted that will provide in substance 
that neither the U.N. Charter, nor any 
other treaty to which the United States’ 
is or may hereafter become a party, 
shall be deemed to abrogate or reduce 
the rights of American citizens, as guar- 
anteed by the Constitution, nor shall 
they impair the ‘sovereignity of the 
United States. 

The United Nations is clearly the spear- 
head of international Socialism. It should 
be trimmed down to the size of an imter- 
national debating forum, where it could 
serve a useful purpose. The continued 
fanatical support of U.N. will destroy the 
American Republic. American indenend- 
ence should at all costs be maintained. 
2. Defense. 

America should put herself in position to 
defend herself under all circumstances; 
and this task should take precedence 
over all other Federal activities. 

3. The Right to Work. 

The Congress should take action to protect 
every American in his right to work or 
to quit working, whether a member of 
any oganization or not. Where state or 
local government officials do not protect 
the:r citizens, they. should be supplanted. 
Industry-wide bargaining should be made 
unlawful. Mass picketing should be fer- 

. bidden, and the laws against violence and 
intimidation should be enforced by the 
police power of honest government. 

4. Spending and Taxation. 

All umnecessary government spending 
should be cut out. All projects that are 
not immediately necessary should be 
postponed or eliminated. -The national 
debt and taxes should be reduced. Such 
a policy would assure continued national 
solvency, revive individual incentive in 
private enterprise, and thus maintain an 
ambundance of risk capital. 

5. “Civil Rights.” 

No man has greater opportunity anywhere 
for self improvement and advancement 
than in America. The current ballyhoo 
for so-called “civil rights” stirs up hatred 
and bigotry where none existed before,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24, 1952. — Sen- 
ator Pat McCarran (D.Nev.) today declar- 
ed that communism had fastened itself like 
a leech on the careers of prominent figures 
in the entertainment world. 

He counseled the nation’s entertainers 
and the entertainment industry to take 
careful inventory of their affiliations. 

“These people,” said McCarran, “plead 
that most of the suspect activities in which 
they were engaged seemed to have ‘laud- 
able’ objectives, but they admit they did 
not investigate the true purposes. Such 
persons—and the industry they represent 
—must be everlastingly on guard if they 
are honest in their professed desire to be 
loyal and upright, for they are public fig- 
ures who become the idols of great masses 
of people and their lives must be exem- 
plary and trustworthy.” 

Senator McCarran, who is presently in 
Reno, issued the statement through his of- 
fice here. 

Releasing the second volume of testi- 
mony on subversive influences in radio and 
television before the Senate Internal Se- 
curity Subcommittee of which he is the 
chairman, Senator McCarran drew atten- 
tion to the striking number of Communist- 
eontrolled organizations and Communist- 
sponsored activities in which some of the 
witnesses have involved themselves. 

The inquiry is being conducted under 
the direction of Senators McCarran; James 
O. Eastland, Chairman; and Arthur V. 
Watkins. 

“We do not want to accuse anyone of 
‘guilt by association’,’ McCarran said, “but 
it is a dangerous type of thinking that 
leads people into such involvements. It is 
not the sort of thinking that should be 
permitted to express itself freely in such 
important media as radio, television, and 
other types of entertainment directed at 
the minds of our people.” 

Senator McCarran said that it is obvious 
that the Communists provided an opportu- 
nity for beginners in the entertainment 
field to gain experience, perfect their spe- 
cialties and sometimes make a little money 
to help them along. 

“But,” he declared, “Communism fastens 
itself like a leech on persons whom it 
touches. The evidence is that the opportu- 
nity to associate with Communist enter- 
prises occurs time and again until the per- 
former or writer or director is sufficiently 
involved to be used for subversive pur- 
poses as a participant with Communist 
leaders in attacks on the Government, on 
Congress, on the courts and even on in- 
dustry.” 

Senator McCarran illustrated this point 
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by reference to the testimony of Judy Hol- 
liday that among her. many activities in 
aid of Communistic enterprises, she had 
allowed herself to be photographed in a 
picket line which is described as Commun- 
ist sponsored; that she joined the Com- 
munists in condemning the police for the 
Communist-promoted riots following the 
appearance of Paul Robeson in Peekskill, 
New York; that she protested, in telegrams, 
the indictment of the so-called Hollywood 
Ten for refusal to answer questions of a 
Congressional committee, and that she aid- 
ed the phony Communist peace movement 

He referred. also to the fight of Philip 
Loeb against the Labor Management Re- 
lations Act requirement that union officers 
sign a non-Communist oath as a prerequi- 
site to the designation of Actors Equity as 
bargaining agent; his published protest 
against the revocation of the charter of the 
Queens College (Long Island) chapter of 
American Youth for Democracy, a Com- 
munist front; his signature on a letter ‘ob- 
jecting to procedure of the HouseUn-Amer- 
ican Activities Committee, and the use of 
his name on a telegram criticizing the At- 
terney General for prosecuting the eleven 
Communist leaders. 

Senator McCarran also observed that the 
testimony of other witnesses showed at 
least a regrettable carelessness in contribu- 
ting their talents and their names to Com- 
munist programs, if not an active and con- 
scious participation in Communist-activat- 
ed projects. 

“One of the witnesses,” Senator McCar- 
ran said, “referred to my publicly-express- 
ed views of communism in 1939 with the 
statement that I then said, ‘people are too 


much excited about»Communist activities’. 


“At best, that is a very broad para- 
phrase. I argued then, and I am of. the 
same opinion still, that the theater must 
not be condemned, nor can the various 
classes of entertainers be condemned mere- 
ly because some among them are Commun- 
ists or Communist sympathizers. 

“I also said in that same debate: ‘I wish 
more of communism could be brought into 
the open, so that the boys of America 
might learn to despise the thing from the 
cradle up. If we could anly bring it out or 
forget our fear of it and damn it and 
crush it, it would go out of existence... .’” 

“That is my objective now as it was then 
and I hope the loyal people in the enter- 
tainment field and the industry itself will 
give our committee their full support and 
crush the leech.”

What Can Be Done? 

In any district where the sitting Mem- 
ber was elected in 1950 by, say, not over 
ten per cent of the total vote, that seat is 
a doubtful one. The great mass of the in- 
telligent American people don’t cafe so 
much what the attitude-of the Congress- 
man is on lesser matters. BUT THEY ARE 
INTERESTED IN KNOWING THE VIEWS 
OF CANDIDATES ON THE MATTERS 
LISTED ABOVE. 


Consequently it is apparent that a num- 
ber of citizens in any congressional district 
or any state could present to the candi- 
dates of both parties for Congress a brief 
program based on the above statements. 
If the nominee of one party agreed to en- 
dorse them, and that of the other declined, 
they could organize te support the one who 
endorsed—regardless of the party to which 
he belonged. 


This is the practieal way to counteract 
the capture of the national party..machin- 
ery of both political parties by the same 
internationalist group. It is the only way
